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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. The amendment filed 8/25/03 (Paper No. 18) has been fully considered and made of 
record. 



Election/Restrictions 

2. This application contains Claim 5, which is drawn to an invention nonelected with 
traverse in Paper No. 11. A complete reply to the final rejection must include cancellation of 
nonelected claims or other appropriate action (37 CFR 1.144) See MPEP § 821.01. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 25 and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In Claim 25, the phrase of "the first partial coil winding step" (line 3) lacks positive 
antecedent basis. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 



to 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 



6. Claims 18, 19 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
WO'629. 

Regarding Claims 18 and 19, WO'629 discloses the final structure of a stator comprising: 
a plurality of 2n conductors on a plurality of stator teeth (Ta, Tm in Fig. 7) of first and second 
group conductors to form first, second, third and fourth coils (windings 40 in Fig. 8). 

Regarding Claim 22, WO'629 shows a multiple number of coils (in Figs. 12 or 13) with 
any two coils of the multiple coils being selected as a first coupled pair of coils and different set 
of coils being selected as a second coupled pair of coils, each pair having first and second coils. 

The method limitations imparted to each of Claims 18, 19 and 22 have not been given 
any patentable weight as these limitations do not patentably further limit the final structure of the 
claimed stator. See MPEP § 21 13. 



7. Applicant's argument's (see pages 18-20 of the amendment, Paper No. 18, filed 8/25/03), 
with respect to the merits of EP'426 have been fully considered and are found to be persuasive. 
The rejections directed to of EP'426 in the previous Office Action have been withdrawn. 

8. Applicant's arguments filed 8/25/03 (Paper No. 18, 19 and 22) have been fully 
considered, but they are not persuasive with respect to the merits of WO'629 as applied to 
Claims 18 and 19. In regards to the merits of WO'629, the applicant believes that the method 
limitations recited in Claims 18 and 19 were simply ignored by the examiner. The examiner

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most respectfully disagrees. The examiner's position is that the method limitations were fully 
considered. However, the method limitations directed to dividing the winding process into 
several steps does not affect the final structure of the stator. Claims 18, 19 and 22 were 
interpreted as Product-by-Process claims, which are not limited to the manipulations of the 
recited steps, but only the structure implied by the steps. Even though product-by-process claims 
are limited by and defined by the process, determination of patentability is based on the product 
itself. The patentability of a product does not depend on its method of production . If the product 
in the product-by-process claim is the same as or obvious from a product of the prior art, the 
claim is unpatentable even though the prior product was made by a different process." In re 
Thorpe, 111 F.2d 695, 698, 227 USPQ 964, 966 (Fed. Cir. 1985). 



9. Claims 1, 11-17, 20, 21, 23, 24, 27 and 28 allowed. 

10. Claims 25 and 26 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
